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1. Petition 
application special. 

2. Claims All the claims in the above-identified case are believed to be 
directed to a single invention. If the Patent and Trademark Office determines that all the 
claims presented are not obviously directed to a single invention, Application will make an 
election without traverse as a prerequisite to the grant of special status. 

3. Search A manual search has been conducted and directed to include 
patents issued in class 705, subclasses 10 and 12, and an A.P.S. computer search was 
used to augment the manual searching.
